People 
began to ask where the extension of 
University authority as expounded by 
President Benjamin Ide Wheeler would 
stop? 
The regents began to hear

and the complaints deep U not loud. 


From Berkeley all sorts of stories 
began to filter, notwithstanding Wheel- 
er's efforts to suppress all expressions 
not censored by him. H-e laid It down 
as a rule that neither members of the 
faculty nor students should appeal to 
the Regents save through him. This 
rule was designed to shut the Regents 
off from the 'body of the University 
with Benjamin Ide Wheeler acting the 
part of doorkeeper. To paraphrase the 
sons of "The Contraband," he had: 
Locked 
the 
Regents In the smoke- 


house cellar, 
'With the key thrown In the -well. 
This-provoked anonymous kicks. One 


of those- was in the form of printed 
slips of a poem -which were surrepti- 
tiously thrown about the grounds'one 
night. It read as follows:

The situation at the State University 
has at last become so galling -that tha 
Regents, some of them at least, are In 
open revolt. They are rebelling against 
th" Wheeler rule, and nro discussing 
tne advisability of curbing his over- 
reaching authority. 
It has now be- 


come a question of who will bell the 
cat. 
It Is certain that a serious clash 


is to come soon, and Wheeler will have 
to submit to a curtailment of his au- 
tocratic powers or leave the Univer- 
sity. 


Indeed, the belief Is growing- among 


Regents, faculty, students and alumni 
that the best interests of the State 
University demand the placing of some 
other man at the head of It. Wheeler 
iy aware that his authority Is threat- 
ened and his1 position precarious, hence 
It is likely he will seize the first 
opportunity to retire in time to save 
his credit. 


It is evident that matters are ap- 


proaching a crisis, for a committee af 
the Regents now have a trusted agent 
hi Berkeley in vestlg-atlng Wheeler's 
methods and their effect on the Uni- 
versity.

Herschel BtarKs was fatally shot, and 
1'erry Ives, deputy sheriff, was shot in 
tho mouth and leg.

dangerous. The trouble originated in the 
refusal of- young Starks to submit to ar- 
rest. 
He was charged with having of- 


fended tho daughter of Benjamin Ogles, 
n wealthy farmer, who filed complaint 
flgainst him. 
When Sheriff 
Taff 
ap- 


r reached. Starks -warned him away, say- 
ing there would be trouble if he at- 
tempted to take him ir:to custody. Rob- 
ert Starks came up at that moment and 
learning that his son was about to be 
arrested, hurried home, where he prf>- 
•cured'^'a revolver. -He returnecl to the 
C'ra-wforfl County - Bank building:, where 
tne Sheriff and' hie • sor. -were standing. 
"Here, take this." said the elder Stark 
iy his son, "and If Taft don't leave you 
alone you know how to protect your- 
self." 
The Sheriff tried to argue with th? 
elder Starks 
btit to no purpose1. 
He 
then took Hersehcl by the arm, and as 
he did so, the prisoner began firing-. One 
of the bullets struck Taff .in thevstomach 
and ho sank unconscious to the ground.

The 
doctor was allowed $160 by Judge 
Greene. 


Mrs. Rose wa» operated on Just be- 


fore she died for cancer. Dr. Emerson 
being the family physician had charg^ 
of the caso but called in Dr. S. G. Boyd 
a specialist of San Francisco to per- 
form the operation. In the testimony 
it was developed 
that the 
charge 
agreed upon between the family and 
Boyd was $500 for the operation. 
Enj- 
erson however, was unable to get a fee 
from the family so insisted that Boyd 
should divide hjs fee with him. 


On the day of the operation Boyd 
was paid $300 in cash and was ?iven 
a note .for $200. Boyd gave Emerson 
$150 and when the note was pale was 
to glye him $100 more. Two days later 
the patient died. 
According to the 
statement of the family, Dr. Em >rson 
.had told them that the operation was 
a complete success and that Mrs. Rose 
wouUi be perfectly well in a wei-k or 
so. 


It was developed that a demand" was 
then made upon Dr. Boyd for the re- 
turn of the money. The operation had 
not been completed, but While still in 
an unfinished state, it was discovered 
that the disease had gone so fur that 
to continue would result in Immediate 
death of the patient so further \vork 
was abandoned. 
She was mac7e as 


comfortable as possible and she died 
two days later. The family state that 
the misrepresentation of the c'oma'tion 
of Mrs. Rose by Dr. Emerson :nade 
them suspicious and that they ac< used 
the doctors of malpractice and de- 
manded the return of the money. The 
entire amount was said to have been 
refunded by Dr. Boyd rather than 
[have any trouble in the courts over the 
affair.

cost the remount department somewhat 
dear. As an experimental measure of 
the right kind even this outlay is not 
to be grudged. The unfortunate losses 
we have suffered

horse 


sickness among transport animals call 
for some immediate remedy, and 
we 


see the remedy in the employment of 
zebra mules. The donkey is 'perfectly, 
immune from horse sickness, and so is 
the zebra, The latter animal in partic- 
ular Is extremely hr/dy, as appears from 
the fact that when\the rinderpest swept 
trie 
eastern and central 
portions of 


Africa in the early 90s the percentage 
of deaths among the zebras is said to 
have been very small indeed. A mule, 
therefore, out of two such hardy par- 
ents as the donkey and the zebra is un- 
deniably the transport animal required 
for the army. The Germans have al- 
ready discovered the value of the zebra, 
as their extensive zebra farms at the 
foot 
of Mount . Kilimanjaro 
testify.L.

Ing the frienctty relations existing be- 
tween the United States and Russia.

The parade was -witnessed by large 


crow-ds an-d -was reviewed 'by General 
S. B. M. Young, the grand marshal. 
It started shortly after 9 o'clock from 
the Capitol anid was disbanded after 
passing the White House. 


The public meeting followed und*r 


the shade of the great trees on the 
northeast lawn of ttie Wiiite House. 
District Commissioner McFarland was 
presiding officer. 
He ^Introduced Ad- 


miral Dewey, who, In turn, introduced 
Harry Bulkier of this city, who read 
the Declaration of Independence. 


AMBASSADOR JUSSERAND. 


Ambassador Jusserand thenjpade a 


short speech, paying eloquent tribute 
to the Americans of the early days. He 
referred to the hel'p which France 
so willingly rendered the ne-w reipuij- 
Hc in its struggle for freedom. Con- 
gress had decided 
that 
an appeal 


should be made to the foreign nations 
for an aillan.ce. Amid the silence of 
nations, one voice, he said, was heard 
to say, "Adsum."—the voice of France. 
He concluded as follows: 
"The nation whose life began 127 
years ago has become an lrrnner.se one 
and eyes are more and more fixed upon 
her. On the day we now commemorate 
(:n a ceremony to whJch I am bey-ond 
words proud to be asked) your Con- 
gress bestowed upon 
you gifts and 
framed for you duties. They bestowed 
upon you that peerless gift—liberty 
they left for you rules of life, obliga- 
tions and responsibilities which will 
become more and more binding as you 
become more 
and 
more 
powerful 


These duties we have in common with 
you. 
Endowed with institutions sim- 
ilar to yours, pursuing similar ai.ms, 
we intend to vie with you, not for the 
the battlefield, in view of a liberty 
which has been won forever, but ir 
constant attempts to improve the con- 
dition of the many, to spread the spir- 
i". of Brotherhood bet-ween men 
and 
nations; to remain, in a word, true to 
the principles proclaimed in your rev- 
olution, and in ours. 


"The fight- for better things is an 
endless on-e; we shall fight it, you and 
we, with eyes fixed on the same ideal 
the very same marked out toy our an- 
cestors long ago. and our flags will 
move on, always toward the light, and 
while we follow 
tin em we. shall be 
pleased to remember that if their de- 
signs are different, yet they display 
over our heads the same colors." 


SECRETARY 
MOODY. 


Secretary Moody made an address in 


behalf of the national government. He 
reminded his hearers that without the i 
co-operation of the French fleet under ' 
De Grasse, the victory over Corr.wallls I 
at Yorktown, which virtually deter- 
mined the independence of the colonies, 
would never have been won. 
Briefly 


the secretary dwelt upon the circum- 
stances of our history. 
If we would 


keep what .we have won: if we would 
maintain and strengthen our position 
among the nations, he said, we should 
purily the sources of national life and 
guard well the qualities upon 
which 
our continued strength as a nation de- 
pends. In a government in which all 
me people equally participate, unlver- • 
sal intelligence is demanded; without 
it government by the people must be a 
failure.

with success. In regard to the undefined 
material already in our possession, iittle 
can be said. We have some implement- 
like bones that are of extraordinary in- 
terest. If thoy are.genuine they furnish 
some of the most satisfactory proofs of 
man's age in America that have yet been 
obtained. If only water worn, they are 
still an interesting chapter from the his- 
tory of life In this part of the world. 
And the man himself 'we may find in 
some other cave, tho history of which 
may be read by the record being obtained 
at Potter."

If the abandonmi-nt of the New York 
station means a decrease of interest in 
the subject of forestry, this added to the 
fact that an important seat of learning 
has been done away with, will havo a 
wide-reaching and dangerous effect upon 
the forestry Interot of the West. 


The New York Ktnte School of Forest- 


ry was affiliated with Cornell University, 
and was under th'j direction of Bernard 
E. Ternow, one of the most eminent for- 
estry experts In the country. 
It was 


situated in the Adirondacks, near Axton. 
During its four years of existence, it 
proved to be the n:ost valuable station In 
the country. 
The:-e are several reasons 


given for its belnp given up, but be the 
reason what it may, the effect on the 
coast is just the same.

only two forestry stations In tho entire 
country. One Is a small private one in 
North Carolina. 
The other is at Yale, 


under the direction of Gifford Pinchat.

TO ACCOMPANY NON- 


. 
UNION MEN. 


. At the meeting of the Board of Police 
Commissioners yesterday afternoon, Lee 
Meyers, a representative of the grievance 
committee of the linemen who are on a 
strike, appeared before the Commission- 
era and asked that the policemen given 
to the telephone company to guard the 
men taking the strikers'' places be re- 
moved. 


"It is an insult to us to -have the po- 


licemen going around with these men, 
whom we are campaigning against. 
We 


have broken no laws and will do no act 
of violence so we ask that you rescind 
you action granting the telephone com- 
pany police protection," said Meyers, In 
addressing the Commissioners. 


As Commissoner McBlroy was 
not 


present, on motion of Mayor Olnoy the 
matter was laid over to a special meet- 
ing to be held Monday afternoon. 


The following communications from the 


linemen were recei%-ed by the Commis- 
sioners yesterday: 


"Gentlemen: At one of your meetings 


held lately, the officials of the Pacific 
States Telephone and Telegraph Company 
came before your honorable body for the 
purpose of obtaining poliM protection to 
their men in their employ. 


"The grounds which were offered for 


such reqnuest were, as we understand 
them, that a certain man in the employ 
of the telephone company was assault- 
ed on Broadway by one or more of the 
strikers and In as much that, according

are two large specimens of the Howea 
Fosterlana, a native of Lord Howe Is- 
land, lying east of Australia, These 
are examples of the palm which has 
grown popular for decorative purposes 
here under the more .familiar name of 
Kentia, but these specimens are much 
larger than usually seen. 
They are 
nearly twenty-five feet high at the tips 
of their highest leaves, with trunks 


j from six to eight feet in height, and 
have been placed in1 the palm house. 
Another of the palms Is a fan shape 
leaved variety, native of the Plji Is- 
lands. 
Before 
opening, the young 
leaves are covered with a dense whit- 
ish wool, which contrasts strangely' 
with the green of the open'leaves. The 
plant Is twelve feet high, with a trunk 
about four feet high. 


Another and perhaps the most strik- 


ing palm of the collection Is a Coc- 
cothrlnax argentca, native of Panama. 
It is eighteen feet high, and is one of 
the thatch palms. 
Another of the 
paims is thirteen feet high, and is clas- 
sified as RliopalostyLls baueri, although 
it is sometimes called Areca baueri, 
and Is a native of Norfolk island. A 
dale palm, one of the genus Phoenix, 
of large size, is inftluded in the collec- 
tion.

A plant which may prove more valu- 
able than any of the others is a cycad, 
u family of slow growth, but this is 
a large sipecimen. It is the Ceratozam- 
la miqueliana, native of Mexico.
